A model cottage, costing $1,450, 


was completely, furnished with new 
furniture and opened for public in- 
spection Sunday at Thirteenth and 
Willow streets, which attracted hun- 
dreds of people. A register was kept 
and more than 500 names entered, 
with several hundred ]>eop!e leaving 
the house without registering.

lols or houses, it was indicated that 
Iw.'tween 12 and 15 
houses 
were 


practically sold and the customers 
will he signed up tonight. 


The contractor for the houses is 


E. B. Williams, who 'has completed 
several of the cottages. The sale of 
lots is in charge of T. L. lleeb and 
R. L. Tompkius, who recently pur- 
chased all of the unsold lots hi that 
addition, and are offering them all 
at. the same price of $150 each. 


Mr. Williams began work this 


morning on another house and will 
commence Tuesday on another. The 
houses are attractive, 
well 
built, 


and contain fonr large rooms with 
a veranda. He has a force of men 
working, and only, a short; time '. is 
required to .complete.a dwelling.

completely furnished. The register

Strike Will Culminate When 158,080 


Anthracite Miners Have Laid 


Down Their Tools 


DIRECTED BY MINE LEADERS 


Unusually Large Reserve of 7,500,- 


000 Tons Will Stave Off Famine, 


it is Announced

Philadelphia, Aug. 31—<U.R»-^Cn- 


ion officials today faced the gigantic 
task of supervising the peaceful 
stoppage of production in the 
an- 


thracite coal fields. 


Like division commanders super- 


vising an intricate military maneu- 
ver, district heads and international 
officers took their posts to direct fin- 
al preparations for the cessation of 
work which, will culminate at mid- 
night tonight when 158,000 miners 
are expected to" have" thrown 
down 


their tools in,an indefinite strike. - 


More than 50,000 workers 
have 


already, walked out of the mines not 
to return until. their leaders have 
come to a satisfactory- understand- 
ing with the 183 anthracite miners 
affected by the strike order. 


How long the tie up will last un- 


til an agreement is. reached or the 
public opinion intervenes to 
bring 


about a resumption of work, neither 
side could say. 
- 
, 


Close observers 
however, 
have 


hazarded the prediction that the in- 
dustry will be tied up from two to 
fonr months. 


President Lewis of the mine work- 


ers arrived early at his 
headquar- 


ters here but there was little of 
rush or bustle in the morning's work 
at his office: 


"There's nothing to say—nothing 


to announce," Lewis told reporters. 
"The strike is ordered and we are 
just waiting." 


Early today it was stated that 


there were 7,500,000 tons of 
an- 


thracite coal in storage bins, rail- 
road yards, and tidewater points in 
the middle Atlantic and New Eng- 
land states. This unusually large re- 
serve will stave off a coal famine. 


Probably the first who will 
feel 


the ill-effects of the cessation will 
be 10,006 railroad workers in 
the 


car repair yards, of the anthracite 
fields. The cutting off of the 
coal 


supply is likely to -cause 
idleness* 


among these laborers. 


Of the 100,000 union miners, only 


10,000 will remain at work, these 
to do maintenance work.
